As	the	largest	private	landowner,	we	
collectively	weigh	critical	decisions	which	involve	use	and	access	to	a	landmass	one-
fifth	the	size	of	the	continental	United	States.		AFN	is	a	force	for	stability	and	
harmony	in	Alaska	during	periods	of	rapid	change.	AFN	works	for	to	resolve	
complex	and	seemingly	intractable	problems	trying	to	balance	competing	demands.
